Where  Is  the  utility  of  all  this  wealth  of 
dogs?  the  Assessor  may  tax  some  of  them 
but  like  other  per^nal  property,  they  are 
often  by  one  means  or  another  exempted, 
and  that  is  all  thegooil  the  town  gets  from 
them,  while  they  are  a  standing  menace  to 
the  whole  conimunlty  in  event  of  hydro¬ 
phobia  coming  among  them  But  what 
is  to  l/e  done  about  if/-  We  know  that  Wil¬ 
lie  must  have  Bnirto,  and  Miranda  must 
have  her  Pay  and  the  older  ones  must  have 
that  perfect  love  of  a  Pitlo  to  pet  and  fon¬ 
dle  and  caress,  while  the  baby  is  sent  to 
the  nursery  or  out  fur  an  airing  with  tliat 
horrid  Jane,  our  new;  nursemaid.
